A bucket brigade was formed and 
water passed by buckets to the 
pumper in an effort to combat the 
flames. 
After the arrival of the

hose 


from both trucks were strung to a 
nearby creek, and it was not long 
until the fire was under control. 


PREVENT SPREAD 


During the conflagration a num- 


ber of outbuildings were threaten- 
ed by the flames, but efficient 
work on the part of the two fire 
companies prevented further dam- 
age than to the house and contests. 


While the house was almost a 


complete loss it was partly covered 
by insurance. Much of the con- 
tents were removed before the fire- 
fighters arrived. 
Mr. and Mrs. 


Hurst have insurance of $3,000 on 
the house and of $1,000 on the con- 
tents. It is estimated damage to 
the house is $5,000.

FOUR ARE WOUNDED 


Hand to Hand Fight En- 


sued In Yard 


VANDALIA, 111., May 25.—Four 


prisoners were slightly 
wounded 


with bird shot, and five buildings 
were burned as 600 prisoners riot- 
ed at the State Penal Farm here 
when an attempt to escape was 
frustrated by guards who were an- 
ticipating the break. 


Four of the convicts tried to 


crawl through 
the barbed 
wire 


fence, 15 feet high which surrounds 
the farm used to imprison minor 
offenders for short terms. Conceal- 
ed guards fired on tfie escaping 
quartet with shotguns loaded with 
bird shot and felled three of them. 


FIGHT HAND AND HAND 
Noise of the shooting aroused 


the remaining prisoners many of 
whom knew of the plans. They set 
fire to the frame dormitories and 
a dining hall and turned out into 
the yard to battle the guards with 
stones and hand-to-hand. 
The 


fourth prisoner 
was wounded in 


this scrap. 


Citizens of Vandalia, a mile dis- 


tant, and 40 state highway police 
surrounded the prison to prevent 
a delivery and later a troop of Na- 
tional Guardsmen arrived on the 
scene. 


Chief of Police C. A. Hubbard, 


who led a group of men into the 
yard was knocked out by a stone 
thrown by one of the inmates.
